Kiirk’s adventures with Living- 
stone, however, have somewhat 
overshadowed in popnlar im- 
agination his subsequent work, 
for he may not unfaitly be called 
tho Father, of modern East 
Africa. Appointed in 1866 as 
Vice-Consu! in Zanzibar, he 
waged his warfare with the evil 
from this centre till his retire- 
mest twenty-one years Iater.

UNWHOLESOME MEAT. 


A Police Court Case. 

An interesting statement by the 
Colonial Veterinary Surgean on 
the meat supplies of the Colony 
doring the present strike was 
heard in evidence which he gave 
in a case before Mr. R. E. Liod- 
sell, this morning, when a stall. 
holder of the Wanchai Market 
was charged on :wo counts,—ot 
exposing for sale meat which was 
not slaughtered in the Govern- 
ment Slaughter House, and of 
exposing for sale mest which was 
not in & condition fit for human 
consumption. : 

Io submitting. that the two 
charges really come under one 
offence and. therefore should ba 
dealt with as one,’Mr. M.K. Lo, 
for the defence said that as far 
ag he knew, the meat was in a 
fresh condition having ‘ arrived 
from Canton only that morning. 

Evidence was given by Sanitary 
Inspector Reed to the effect that 
on the Ist. February at three 
o'clock, be examined the meat 
amounting to eigbty-one catties, 
which was exposed for salein the 
defendant's stall, and found that 
it was in a condition not fit 
for human consumption. He bad 
the meat removed to the District 
Sanitary Office, and after orders 
had been received for its destruc- 


F_[tion from the C.V.S. be sprayed it 


with kerosene. 

Mr. Lo:—Was not the meat 
given to the Sanitary coolies, who 
then, proceeded to hack and cut it 
up into pieces? Cn 

‘What was the reason for that? 
—To ensure that the meat was 
properly sprayed with kerosene. 
[f it was thrown into the dust 
boat without being thus 
treated, it might be picked up by 
the dust coolies and sold. 

Did not the Sanitary coolies 
take away some of the meat to 
age it as food ?—Not as far as I 


ow. . 
Mr. W. J. Easton. the Colonial 
Veterinary Surgeon, deposed that 
he examined the meat when it 
was brought’ to him at about 
three o'clock in the afterneon. It 
was in.a decomposed state and 
quite unfit for human con- 
somptios. He gave ordets that 
it should be disposed of, either b7 
spraying with kerésene, or by 
sending it to the Kennedy Towa 
Crematorium to be destroyed. 
Mr. Lo :—As far es defendant 
knew, tbis beef was slaughtered 
only that morning and came 
down by the morning train, Do 
you think: that tha state you 
found if in was consistent with 
the time it took to come down 
here? 2 
Witness Quite possible..

, Witness, in forther cross- 
examination, said'that when the 
mest arrived at the District 
Sanitary Office it was placed in a 
coo! room, with cement floor end 
out of the range of the sunlight.

Referring to section 82 of the 
Ordinance which being worded to 
the effect that no meat is allowed 
to be irnported into the Colony 
without alicence, runs counter to 
the charge framed under another 
proviso of the same  rdinance, i.e. 
of exposing for sale meat which 
wes not slaughtered in the Gov- 
eroment Slaughter House, Mr. 
Lo said that in their purport, to 
prevent the sale of unwholesome 
teat, the two charges should be 
cousidered as one and should be 
dealt on that basis in the im- 
position of a penalty. . 

Mr, Easton said that Section 
82, qaoted by Mr. Lo, was to pre- 
vent the importation of meat and 
to provide an exception for Avs- 
tralian frozen. meat. The con- 
tiogency of en emergency in 
meat supplies, referred ta by 
Mfr. Lo in support of the action 
of “his client in. procurog 
the meat from Canton, need not 
be greatly feared, as, with certain 
reservations in« respect of the 
victualling of ships, the slanght- 
ering done at the Slaughter House 
was normal and would still be 


normal as long as the strike 


lasted. 

Mr. Lindsell imposed. # fine of 
$50 on the charge of exposing 
unwholesome meat for gale, and 
adjourned the other count in 
order to consider its relation to 
Section 82.
